Lori gave update of bargaining. If Hollinger is unified, why 
are we merit. We do have Cruickshank’s_attention. 

Wednesday Feb. 8, at 1 p.m. Lee’s Inn. Expedited bargaining. 

Featured Speaker: Bruce Nelson, international representative 

Would be first time in 25 years that P-T guild contract settled in less than a 
year of expiration date. Either we get settlement Feb. 8 or we really take it 
public. There are profound changes in Sun-Times newsroom (company 
as a whole?) STiNG is doing away with publishers at each' paper; going 
with vertical management. One company as opposed to conglomerates. 
Use this to our advantage. No one else in “STiNG Newsroom” has merit- 
only raises. Used to be publisher that wanted this. Bruce tells guild 
members to communicate to managers that we want to be treated the 
same-that we don’t want the merit system. Our goal is to get rid of merit. 
Not with huge raises, but moderate across the board raises, and make 
them retroactive to last April. Company is aware we are ready to go 
public to embarass them (de-circulation, etc.) Guild needs to be active until 
Feb. 8 to send the message; we are serious. Not yet time for de- 
circulation or other threats.
